President requasted,

They densired to bestow the rank .of
Lieutenant-Cloneral.

BLIND ROOM HOUSES

Lockwood Committee Inspects
Apartments Where Windows
Are Rarity.

LANDLORD ASKS FOR HELP

Bronx Owner, Hit by Rent
Strike, Appeals to Mayor's
Group.

To ses for thamselves how bad the
living conditions are in soms of the old
fashioned tenements the Joint Legisla-
tive Commlittes on Housing, of whish
Benator Lockwood I8 ohalrman, and
Nathan Hirsch, chalrman of the Mayor's
Committes ¢n Rent Profitearing, visited
two typleal blocks in the Cherry HIN
district yesterday,

In one of thess hlocks live 2,714 per-
sons, of whom 8481 are children under
five years. 1ta predominant nationulity
Is Itallan, with a mixture of Jaws,
Spanlards and Americans, All but three
of the houses are In nead of ropalr and
all have blind rooms without windowsa.

Most of the three room apartments
have one room eon ths court and two
blind rooma opening off it, In which the
only accoss for alr and Mght Is the door,
Five, slx or more persons often alsep In
one of these dark boxes,

The rint, acoording to Investigation
made by the committes, ranges from 08
n month for thres rooms to §17,
Income of the familles occupying this
block varles from $30 to $200 & month;
most of them avernge $60 to $70. The
womaen and children In almost avery case
sew garments In what time they can
spare from thelr househeld duties, sarn-
ing $20 or $30 a month,

It In estimated that it will ba 100
years before thess old type tenements
disappear from natural causes, such as
fire, tumbling down or abandonment by
tenants because of impossible llving con-
dittons, They were built prior to tho law
of 1901 which standardized sanitary con-
Htlons.

HITS HOUSING BODY
FOR SALARY RAISES

Clark Offers Bill to End Its
QWorh.

Apecinl Despuich to Tam Sux

WassiNoroN, July 10 —Clalming that
the U'nited Htates Houming Corporation,
created during the war to build houses
for war workers, 1a making “‘profligate
sxpenilitures of Government money" de-
spite the fact that Ite bullding work s
complete, the House Coammittes on Pub-
lle Bulldings and Grounds to-day re-
ported u blll repealing the act authorie-
ing the corpordtiun

The bill, iIntroduced by Represontative
Clark (Fin ), provides that all property
and funds of the corporation shall be
turned over to the Treasury Department
by Seoratary of Labor Wilson, who has
wenaral oversight of the corporation. 1t
further directs that all housss bullt out-
slde of Washington shall be sald by the
Treasury Department, preferally to In-
dividunis for homes with the extension
of Government eredit to reliable persons

The committes report stated that the
corporation had employed an array of
college profeasors and so-called experts
at high salaries and submitted a list of
about Afty employees of the corporation
whose salary Increases have ranged
sltice the armistive from §500 to §4.904
a year. Thome who recelved Inoreares
already were receiving at least $3,000 a
Year.
